BETTING AND BUNGLING, 


For the hard-headed, business-like sort of folk 
popular institution coald not be fouod than the | we Englishmen like to think ourselves to be we 
sight of the overflow audiences on Fridey even- certainly do not come ont very well if judged by 


the result of the latest achievement of the Anti- 
Gambling Lesgue. Here we have five Judges oo 
the Queen’s Bench Division solemnly declaring 
thet it is illegal to bet in Tattersall’s Ring, an 
enclosure which exists for the very purpose of 
betting, and had ao existed ever since a date long 
prior to the passing of the Betting Aot of 1853. 
On the one side, theo, is a judicial decision, 
which, if pushed to its logical conclusions, would 
at least attempt the total extinction of betting on 
horse-racing. On the other side there is the 
inborn, inveterate instinct of mankind io general, 
and cf the Hoglishmanin particular, to “back 
something.” And the national love of ‘having 
a bit on,” especially on something that gallops, is 
consecrated in the eyes of the vast majoiity of 
the nation by centuries of immemorial oustom, 
which, taken in the lamp, amounts to a sanction 
possessiog 8 moral force infinitely superior to 
any Act cf Parliament. The fact is that the 
decision in Hawke v. Dann, which is, no doubt. 
perfectly sound in lew, hes landed us all in a very 
corions and rather swkward dilemma. The Anti- 
Gambling Leegue, like a second Mrs. Partington 
would mop op tho ocean of tho national habit of 
betting, heedless of all the teaching of experience. 
That such an attempt mast fail in the long run 
isobvions. You cannot make people moral by 
Act of Parliament; and, therefore, it is useless 
to mske your Acts of Parliament more moral 
than your people. Men will back horses while 
there sre horses to back; and, failing horses, 
they would beck steam cycles, or mites across a 
cheese plate. The moral, therefore, would seem 
to be that it would be wise to regalate a habit 
which, whether you approve it or not, it is im- 
possibleto abolieh, And the body to take the 
lead in such action should, as a matter of course, 
be the Jockey Olub. That omnipotent oligarchy 
does, indeed, regulate betting tos certain extent 
by the very fact of permitting those “pleces” in 
which betting is carried on ina respectable wey. 
Bat if the immediate result of the Jadge’s deoi- 
sion is to drive away the respectable bookmaker, 
his trade will be carried on by the most diare- 
patable members of the oless, and the welsher 
will reign supreme. For the great root-fact of 
the whole matter is this—that, repatably or 
disrepatably, legally or illegally, bettingis certain 
to goon. Wherefore, the more openly, honestly, 
and lewfally the thing is allowed to be done, the 
better for all parties concerned. 


STIMULANTS FOR SOLDIERS. 


Military men generally recognise m necessity 
for stimalants other than tea and coffee for sol- 
diers. Such additional stimulants are reqaired to 
revive tired troops jast before a battle, after 
forced marches, or efter long fighting. For this 
purpose any form of alcoholic beverage is not 
appropriate. Not only does the allowance of sach 
beverage cultivete drunkenness, bow the stima- 
lation is disorderly, and ie followed by a depres- 
sion that is apt to render the men inospable of 
daty. The United States War Department looks 
for stimadlanta in articles that do not intoxicate 
and do nososuse depression, Boef-tes is highly 
stimulating, and has long been recommended, but 
it fails of complete, satiefactoriness. So does the fa- 
mous coca plant of South Amerios; ite active prin- 
ciple, cocaine, destroys the mind when taken con- 
tinually. There is another vegetable product, 
however, which base similar efficacy, without 
any iojarious properties. This is the kols nut, 
which hes been known to the negroes of Africa 
for more then 1,000 years. The Americans are 
contemplating experimente with it. - . é-

Voici qaelque temps déja qa’on apporte des 
éléments noaveaax & I’bistoire de |'introduction 
dela pomme de terre en Eorope; mais quel 
que soit celai angaoel nous devons le précieus 
tabercale, il n’en a pas moins mérité de nous 
une reconnaissance qui ne doit faire qu’ang- 
menter encore, depuis qa’on trouve a la 
parmentitre (ainsi qu'on disait aatrefois) des 
usages maltipies. Le fait est que la récolte des 
pommes de terre daos le monde, autant go’on 
peat s’en procurer des statistiques exgctes, 
attelat an chiffre énorme et qai s’accrott 
d’année en année. Si nous en croyons ane 
publication commerciale allemande toojoars 
bien informée, le Handels-Museum, Ip récolte 
des guatre principaux pays producteors d'’Ea- 
rope a 46, en 1892, de 49,848 milliers de tonnes 
de pommes de terre, le chiffre correspondant 
étant de 4,000 environ pour l’Amériqae da 
Nord. Eo 1895, le total général est de 65,926 
milliers de tonnes, qai se répartit ainsi: 37,484 
poor |’Allemagae, 21,000 poar la France, 7,065 
poor |’Angleterre et 2,950 pour la Belgique; le 
reste représente la part de l’Amérique septen- 
trionale. Il ne faat pas s’étonner de voir 
Allemagne en (éte de cette liste, étant donné 
le parti qa’elle sait tirer de ja pomme de terre, 
pon pas seulement aa point de vue alimentaire, 
mais surtout en matiére inodastrielle, pour 
fabrication des alcools, fécalerie. Ainsi, sans 
parler des contrées ov la prodaction est secon- 
daire, on n’obtient, dans les cing pays consi- 
dérés, pas moins de 65 milliards 926 millions, 
nous poavons dire 66 milliards de kilogrammes 
de pommes de terre.

TO & FROM THE HADJ. 


A8 IT USED TO BE. 


IV. 

There was 4 delightfal anoertainty about every- 
thing compected with the retarn of the hadj 
through Yembo after having been to Medina, In 
the first plece,it was usual forthe Grand Caravan, 
which leaves Mecca for Medina each year, to be 
tarned back two or three times until the pilgrims 
had paid tribate to the Bedaween tribe whose 
territory they had first to pase through. When 
they had done so, they woald be allowed to 
proceed, bat onlyto be “stock up” time aftr 
time, each tribe met with denying the right of 
the one last encountered by the caravan to collect 
tolls or give permission to pass through that part 
of the country they were then in. The Indians, 
Javanese and Egyptiens invariably paid op, 
while the Mograbins as invariably tried ocon- 
clusions, with the result that there were fewer 
Mograbios retarning to the coast and fewer 
Bodaween to collect toll. It is trae that the grain 
sent annually by Egypt:to Arabia, as part of her 
tribute to Tarkey, is intended for free distribution 
to the Bedaween“tribes in consideration of their 
leaving the roads clear end not molesting the 
pilgrims. In the deys I am speaking of, the 
Kaimakam of the town had to send the valae of 
the geain received to Btambool; the contractors 
for the grein hed to “square” certain people 
before delivery would be accepted, and as prices 
were cat down, it meant that they must arrange 

to deliver short cargoes in order to cover them- 
selves. There are two gentlemen resident in 
Cairo who, may be, would have no objection, after 
this lapse of time, to say how many thousands of 
sacks they were short of in the delivgry of 1884- 
85, and how many bandreds of pounds they hed 
to pay as boksheesh over the transaction. Bat 
this wae not all; each tribe was entitled to so 
many sacks, and an order for them, drawa on the 
Ksimakam of Jeddah or Ya mbo, would be handed 
to each by the Waiiof the Hedjas. When these 
were presented the Kaimakam would explain that 
the grain had not srrived—or some sach ercase, 
and the bearer of the order would wax wroth. 
After some high words and hoggling, it would be 
agreed thes the Ksimakam wonld psy the bedawee 
sey, & doller for each sack he was entitled to ; the 
dollars and the order would changs hands and the 
bedawee would go off into the basser and bay, at 
from three to four dollara the sack, she very 
grain which he sbould have received free. Hadjecs 
who have been “stuok up’—snd they all have, 
will now understand the reason why. This same 
‘sticking ap’ ocourred between Medina and 

Yembo bat, if anytbiog, to » greater extent. When 

the hadjees did at last reach Yambo, they were 

all imbued with one consuming idea—to get oat 
ot the country as quickly as possible, Bas it was 
at Yambo, free from Consuls, the post cffice and 
telegraph—practically cut off from the rest of the 
world that the Inet and great opportanity was 
afforded for fleecing’ the hadjees. It was here 
that the overcrowding of steamers was oarried 
on io all its glory end secarity, and it was more 
of a figure of speech than an exaggeration when 
peopie seid that “the last passenger was lowered 
into the tween decks withthe slings left on him.” 

The pleasures of navigating your vessel be- 
tween the reefs, with the opportunity of disoo- 
vering, by piling your ship on it, a growing 
patch not shown on the obarts, were not in them- 
selves sufficient to indace Ospteins to ran into 
the porte of Jeddah or ¥ambo on the off chance of 
picking something ap. Ceptaius who found them- 
selves in either port were therebecause they could 
not help themselves, and they were as anxious as 
the hadjees to get away again. At Jeddah there 
was alwoye the possibility, even if a remote one, 
of a ‘tramp’ dropping in, which would herald a big 
fall in the rates of passages; there was also the 
telegreph, which allowed of enquiries being made 
at Sues aud Aden for vessels having deok or 

‘tween deck space. This, as I have already ssid, 

was not the case at Yambo; the hadjees were at 
the meroy of the shipping egents, and they in 
their turn were at the mercy of others. 
Novwithstanding their intenge soxiety to get 
out of the country, the hadjees would hang back 
day sfter day hoping egeinst hope that the rates 
would-come dows. Therates weuld come down 
later, but only efter all who could pay those firat 
demanded, had been booked st those rates, and 
when it wes quite evident that the remainder had 
not the money to psy, by their offering inlaid 
daggers, arms, precious stones, pearis, silver 
work,etc.,in part payment of their passage money 
The Ksimakam would be approached, ond it 
would be pointed ont vo him how dangerous it 
was to the pablio health to allow this large 
number of hadjees to remain in the small town. 
They were not in the most amiable of moods 
either, and might turn dissgreeable at any mo. 
ment. If he would send soldiers to persuade the 
sheikhs of esch party to boy their tickets, and 
drive the hadjees tothe bookiog offices, a som 
would be allotted from each ticket sold to psy 
them for their extra duties. Yes, he would send 
them; the idea was very good one, and to make 
sare that the hedjees did book their passages, he 
would teke a sest in the cflice himself. He algo 
counted the number of hadjeces taking passages 
and compared his final sdditions with the number 
of the last ticket issued; he took good care by 
being in regalaf asttendence snd keeping an 
independent count, thas his soldiers were not 
defrauded of asingle para. The Ksimakam would 
make the partition and distribution of the money 
himeelf; this was only right and proper, as we 
did not koow the aumber of men put on the work, 
nor could we properly recognise the extra work 
done by some. Sometimes, I might assy inva. 
riably, efter » steamer hed been loaded and sent 
off, the soldiere would hing about the < fice with 
a sort of “deferred psy” expression on their 
features, ss Tommy might express it. That 
expression had to be changed before the next 
batch would be driven in, and it was, butin the 
operation we never on apy sccount allowed to 
escape from us the knowledge of the fatherly 
interest taken in them by the Ksimakem, 
preforred that when he did come to make the 
distribution, it would come upon them as a ples- 
gant little surprise. It was our misfortune never 
to bave been present when the surprise came off 
We had alwoys left the port before then, other- 
wise Iam sure the Keimakam wonld have invited 
ns to be present to receive the blessings of the 
soldiers, whose pay—ss bis was — was years in 
arrear.
